The MP2000 MP3 Player is not packaged with a battery preinstalled. 
Before attempting to operate, install the battery as described below. 

1 ) Turn the MP2000 MP3 Player face down on a flat surface. Using your fingers, 
slide the battery cover off as shown in FIGURE 3 above. 

2) Install One "AA" battery. Make sure that proper polarity (+ or -) is observed. 

3) Carefully align the cover tabs and slide the battery cover to the closed position 
as shown in FIGURE 3 above. Make sure the battery cover clicks into place and 
that it is attached securely to prevent the battery from falling out.

o Check the battery and check the battery is inserted correctly (see MP2000 
MP3 PLAYER SYSTEM OVERVIEW). 

• No music even when pressing the PLAY button in the MP3 mode. 

o Check if the driver is properly installed on the computer (refer to the Software 

Installation Guide), 
o Check the connection between the PC and the USB Cable port. 

• The LCD window is dim. 

o Check the Contrast (see Setting Contrast). 

• Backlight is not turned on. 

o Check the setup of backlight (see Setting Backlight). 
NOTE: The unit will automatically detect if the voltage current of battery is low, and 
will not allow the backlighting to be turned ON to prolong music playback.
